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Library funding in question 


I-iee County Librarian Sonya Spencer, 
along with her counterparts throughout the 
state, are anxiously awaiting a Kentucky 
Court of Appeals decision that could drasti¬ 
cally affect the funding for public libraries. 

The court is expected to return a decision 
within the next two months that could require 
some libraries to refund tax money they have 
taken in for decades and could drastically cut 
their future funding. 

In a telephone interview Tuesday, Spen¬ 
cer said that the Lee County Public Library 
receives 80 to 85 percent of its income from 
property tax revenue. 

“We get very little elsewhere,” she said, 
noting that the state only supplies between 


$9,000 to $11,000 a year. 

A lawsuit filed in Northern Kentucky by 
a Tea Party activist is challenging libraries’ 
authority to raise taxes each year without 
voter approval. 

By law, they have been allowed to increase 
those taxes by up to four percent each year 
without a vote. 

Spencer, though, said the local library 
has always used a compensating rate, which 
is designed to produce the same amount of 
revenue as for the previous year. However, 
property valuations have increased and the 
compensating rate, then, has increased the 
revenue by a corresponding amount. 
Spencer said that amount has been small.

Burglary of Hollar’s house still not solved 


Beattyville City Police continue to look 
for leads in the March 29 burglary of the 
home of the late Martha Hollar. 

Police Chief Greg Brandenburg said last 
week that so far none of the stolen items 
have been located. 

Police received a call on that date from 
Paul Poison reporting the burglary at 131 
Noble Drive. 

The property reported stolen was: a side 
chair with dog heads on the arm ends; a 
wooden side chair had had Snow Mountain 
Muscus engraved on the back; six plates, six 
cups and six saucers Shawnee brand, green; a 
lamp with a Gone with the Wind theme, has 
a red glass shade; two stained glass student 
lamps; a suptaring made in Portugal; eight 
cookie jars - Goose, Grandma & Cookies, 
Priest, Big Pepper, Clown, Basked of Fruit, 


Mr. Keebler, Battleship and Cabbage with 
rabbit; a porcelain cake dish; and five red 
vases. 

Anyone with information about any of 
the stolen items is asked to contact the Beat¬ 
tyville Police Department at 464-5030. 

According to a friend of Hollar, she be¬ 
lieved she knew who was responsible for the 
burglary, and had seen them the night of her 
death, April 11. She told her friend that she 
was going to call the state police about her 
suspicion that night. However, she changed 
her mind, and said she would call the next 
morning. She was murdered in her Main 
Street mobile home that night before she 
could make the call. 

Melvin Slone has been charged with Hol¬ 
lars murder. He is in jail, but no trial date 
has yet been set. 


Boys’ coach 
Johnson resigns 


I-iee County High School’s boys’ 
basketball coach Brian Johnson has 
resigned from that position. 

Superintendent Dr. James Evans, 
Jr., told the school board Tuesday night 
that Johnson had tendered his resigna¬ 
tion that day. He also said that Johnson 
would stay on at the school as the Gear 
Up coach. 

After the board’s meeting, Evans said 
that Johnson told him he was resigning 
for personal reasons, and that he was 
going to look for a coaching position in 
a larger school district. 

Evans said that Assistant Coach Josh 
Broadwell is taking over as head coach 
on an interim basis. 

Also during the meeting, Director 
of Pupil Personnel Ray Shuler reported 
that attendance in the district stands at 
93.8 percent. At the same time last year, 
the attendance rate was 93.69. 

He said that 1,020 students are en¬ 
rolled in the district. There were 1,043 
at this time last year. 

Evans reported that construction 
on the first phase of the expansion of 
Southside Elementary School might 
begin January 5. 

The board approved the movement 
of student activity funds from some of 
the schools to the district. The schools 
are wanting to make that move because 
it will give them greater flexibility in 
what they can do. 

Nutrition Director Teresa Thomas 
said that 958 students are participating 
in the lunch program at the schools. 
She said that 72 percent take part in the 
breakfast program. 

Finance Director Zina Gibson said 
that $289,000 was collected last month 
in local property taxes. Over half of 
that, $154,453 was moved to the build-

ing fund. 

She said the next year’s budget is to 
include the state-mandated two percent 
salary increase. 

Evans congratulated Gibson and her 
co-workers on the results of the yearly 
audit. He said there were no findings. 

The audit was performed by White and 
Associates of Richmond. 

Evans showed a video from MyHealth- 
e-Schools Telemedicine Program. Lee 
County is going to work with the group so 
that students can be seen in school. That, 
Evans said, should reduce absences. 

Evans and Steve Carroll reported that 
many students now have Learn Pads. This 
is the second step in students being able to 
work at home on snow days. The first step 
was the introduction of I Pads last year to 
some students. 

Carroll said that the availability of in¬ 
ternet access continues to be a problem. 


Sheriff’s office to be secured 


.A. security system is to be installed 
in the Lee County Sheriff’s Office, fol¬ 
lowing approval last week by the fiscal 
court. 

The court agreed to spend $1,031 
up front for the installation of a First 
Defense system to protect money and 
confiscated firearms. The rest of the 
cost was not discussed during the fiscal 
court’s regular monthly meeting last 
Thursday afternoon. 

Pauline Ascraft, representing the 
sheriff’s office, said the system is needed 
because of the weapons and money that 
is collected from taxpayers. 

The sheriff’s office has been broken 
into on two occasions. 

Also during the meeting, Judge/Execu¬ 
tive Steve Mays swore in magistrates 
Carl Ross, Tim Brandenburg and Dean 
Noe. Magistrate Everett Marshall was 
not present. 

The court approved a contract with 
Homeland Security for a $25,000 grant 
to purchase chest compression equip¬ 
ment. 

A one-year contract with Stericycle 
was approved for handling of medical 
waste. The cost is $3,673. 

Charlotte Hogan of the sheriff’s of¬ 
fice was given a pay raise from $8 an 
hour to $9. 

An agreement between the county 
and the state was approved. It provides 
$ 185,400 for the surfacing of designated 
roads. 

A budget amendment was approved 
that accepts coal-producing money. 
However, it is allocated to drainage work 
already completed at the industrial park. 
Also, 30 percent must be spend on coal 
haul roads. 

Phyllis McCord, county representa¬ 


tive to the Kentucky River Area De¬ 
velopment District, reported that Lee 
County’s senior citizens won first place 
in a competition. 

The court agreed to give $250 to the 
Youth Services Center for a distracted 
drivers course. 

Dedra Brandenburg was reappointed 
to the Multi-County Recreation Board. 
The appointment is for three years. 

She asked for, and the court approved, 
$2,000 for operation funds for the board. 
Each of the four counties is to contribute 
the same amount. 

Ambulance Service Director Joe 
Broadwell announced that Libby Charles 
is retiring after almost 20 years on the 
job. 

Tina Lucas said that Solid Waste 
collected $34,280 last month. 

The treasurer’s report showed the 
following amounts in each fund as of 
November 30: General - $757,240; 
Road - $321,708; Jail - $92,177; LGEA 
- $97,796; Ambulance - $39,398; and 
Solid Waste-$27,669.

Extension Service And Taxing Questions?

A couple of weeks ago there 
was enlightening, Lee County 
Extension Board Meeting 
because Louise Moore the 
District Two Director was 
there (it was at Happy Top, 
not the New Extension Of¬ 
fice as one paper had it). 
After listening to her train¬ 
ing brief and asking several 
questions, it became clear, in 
my opinion, her contribution 
to the Lee County Extension 
program as a representative 
of the University of Kentucky 
Extension Service, might be 
an indication of systemic 
problems with the extension 
service, in its centennial year 
of existence. 

How did I form that opin¬ 
ion? To her credit, I didn’t 
have to file an open records 
request for the September, 
2 Extension Board Meeting 
Minutes. She handed them 
to me when I sat down. But 
negative points were; there 
was no explanation why the 
Board met on September 2 
without public notice and, I 
later discovered, when I had 
filed an open records request 
for minutes for September, 
was told there was no meet¬ 
ing. 

She did say there was no 
requirement to put notices in 
the paper for the meetings; 
all that was required was 
to put it on the website (no 
address was given) or even 
post a note on the door of 
the Extension Service Office. 
According to KRS 61.820 
the guide for holding public 
meetings, public agencies 
must notify the public of a 
schedule for meetings and 
they must be at a time con¬ 
venient to the public. Legal 
challenges have supported, 
public notice requires media 
notification. So this haphaz¬ 
ard style by the board with 
last minute notifications for 
a 9 or 10 AM meeting on a 
weekday, or posting them 
on the web site appears to 
be a violation of Kentucky 


Statutes. 

On another note, when 
voting on whether or not to 
increase taxes, they are sup¬ 
posed to give written notice 
for two weeks in the local 
papers of the meeting and 
agenda. I checked, and I may 
have somehow missed it, but 
I don’t think I’ve seen that 
happen either. 

A review of the last couple 
of years of the Extension 
Service minutes has also 
revealed they appear to have 
violated KRS 61.815 by fail¬ 
ing to properly go into and 
out of closed session to deal 
with sensitive issues. They 
dealt with them, but there is 
no mention of them in public 
meetings. Why are they do¬ 
ing it in private? 

They appear to have cor¬ 
rected half of KRS 61.835 vio¬ 
lations by allowing me access 
to the September minutes 
in the december meeting, 
something they haven’t done 
for almost a year. They also 
seem to be more accurate in 
their recording of minutes. I 
found glaring errors in ear¬ 
lier minutes. 

One of the points Ms. 
Moore made in her presen¬ 
tation was how important 
the Extension Council was 
to the Extension program, 
yet in the last two years, ac¬ 
cording to records provided 
by the Extension Service, it 
appears the group has met 
only twice. This group is 
supposed to be made up of 
15-40 community members 
who aren’t on the Extension 
Board. When they met, only 
three people showed up who 
weren’t on staff or the Board. 
I pointed out they weren’t 
doing a very good job of en¬ 
gaging the community. She 
felt they were doing their 
best with their invitation 
by letter campaign. Now, 
I don’t know who receives 
these letters of invitation 
to participate, because they 
don’t provide notice of meet¬ 


ings or membership, but I do 
know I have a proven track 
record of attending Exten¬ 
sion Meetings, working with 
children, attending Farmers 
Market Meetings, support¬ 
ing programs, and helping 
with 4H events and have 
volunteered to serve, but I 
haven’t received a letter. I 
wonder why? 

I point out these many er¬ 
rors, because Ms. Moore 
told the Extension Board a 
review of their actions and 
policies showed them to be 
excellent shepherds of com¬ 
munity funds. This despite 
the fact she put up a slide 
which stated, according to 
KRS rules, there should be 
no elected officials on the 
board with the exception of 
the County Judge. But an 
elected school board member 
has been on the board for 
quite awhile. 

If the person paid by the 
University of Kentucky can’t 
figure out the rules she’s 
training the board about, 
How can they know what is 
right? 

Let’s look at the compen¬ 
sating tax the Extension 
Service, with the guidance 
of Ms. Moore, has voted to 
increase every year, accept 
2014 since 2006. Simply put, 
the compensating tax rate 
is supposed to ensure the 
same amount of tax money 
comes into the coffers as the 
year before. This usually in¬ 
dicates that tax revenues are 
decreasing, this could not be 
further from the truth. 

In 2007, the real estate 
tax revenue in Lee County 
increased 6.35 million dol¬ 
lars. The Extension Service 
increased their rate from 3.6 
to 3.8. In 2008 Tax Revenue 
increased 7.89 million dol¬ 
lars. The Extension raised 
the tax to 4.0. In 2009, Local 
tax revenue increased 2.41 
million dollars. Extension 
Rate went up to 4.2. In 2010, 
tax revenues increased 3.51 


million, and the extension 
ratejumpedto5.2. 2011 saw 
an increase of 4.76 million 
and a tax increase to 6.2. in 
2012 there was a 1.74 million 
jump in revenue and a tax 
raise to 6.9. In 2013 a 1.61 
million increase brought a 
7.6 tax rate. In 2014 they 
kept the 7.6 rate even though 
they only had a 2.03 million 
increase in revenue, 
personal property revenue 
has gone up and down since 
2006. in order from 2006 
(rounded to nearest thou¬ 
sand dollars); 167,000, 
190,000, 225,000,187,000, 
179,000, 132,00, 148,000, 
158,000, 141,000. but the 
Extension Service tax rate 
has gone one direction up: 
5.73, 6.63, 6.98, 9.01, 11.24, 
12.53,15.67,15.67. 

These are tax raises, 
which according to informa¬ 
tion provided by the PVA, 
shouldn’t have happened. 
The mantra of we took the 
compensating tax is a smoke 
screen, if I am reading all 
the information correctly. If 
this is happening state wide, 
that’s millions of dollars go¬ 
ing into UK coffers and out 
of the counties. Perhaps the 
ten counties in Kentucky who 
have Extension Services, but 
don’t collect an extension tax 
have it right. They make the 
Extension Service work for 
their money. I’m sure there 
are wonderful people work¬ 
ing in the system but, as a 
program, the term Carpet 
Baggers springs to my mind 
when looking at the Exten¬ 
sion Service. 

Something even more 
scary is the possibility the 
Library board, the third larg¬ 
est tax collecting agency in 
the county, is suffering from 
many of the same problems 
and collecting even more 
money.

“None of the members 
who contacted our office 
paid money to the men,” 
said Karen Combs, Jackson 
Energy Director of Public 
Relations. “The men left 
when the homeowner said 
they were going inside to call 
the cooperative.” 

Combs said if anyone does 
come to your home asking for 
money on behalf of the co-op,

80, to report the attempt.

90-DAY GLAUCOMA

You might think Uranus looks boring compared to the swirling surface of Jupiter 
and the mighty rings of Saturn. You wouldn’t be alone! It has a hazy and dull bluish 
color. It’s dim. It’s hard to see, small even in a telescope. It’s kind of... boring. 

But lately something exciting is happening there—huge storms! 

These large storms with dramatic bright patches have been popping up so clearly 
that even amateur astronomers are taking note. The storm excites professional as¬ 
tronomers, too. But this wild weather also confuses them. 

That’s because they don’t know why so many storms would be popping up now. 
They expected Uranus’s stormiest days to be back in 2007. The sun would have been 
shining right on its equator then. All the heat from the sun would have made the gases 
in its atmosphere circulate faster and cause storms. 

But not much happened in 2007. And now all those storms are occurring on a part 
of the planet where the sun’s warming is weakest. Scientists don’t know about any other 
source of heat. If not the sun, what could be causing all the excitement? 

Nobody has a clue! According to one Uranus weather expert named Heidi Hammel: 
“Why we see these incredible storms now is beyond anybody’s guess.” 

Perhaps Uranus hasn’t received the attention it deserves. That’s too bad. It’s likely 
that the more people look at this “boring” planet, the more it may surprise, confuse 
and excite us.

Lee County schools will be dismissed 
for Christmas vacation 
December 22 , 2014 thru January 2 , 2015 . 
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Snow and ice removal priorities for 
2014-15 winter season 


The Kentucky Transporta¬ 
tion Cabinet has established 
priority routes for snow and 
ice removal for the upcom¬ 
ing winter season in the 10 
counties that make up the 
Department of Highways 
District 10. 

KYTC is responsible for 
keeping more than 1,800 
miles of state-maintained 
roadway in the district pass¬ 
able in inclement weath¬ 
er. This amounts to nearly 
3,800 lane-miles of high¬ 
ways that must be treated 
and plowed during each 
snowstorm. (One mile of 
two-lane road equals two 
lane-miles; one mile of four- 
lane highway equals four 
lane-miles). KYTC sets snow 
removal priorities according 
to the amount and nature of 
traffic on the routes with¬ 
in each individual county. 
Maps showing the snow 
removal priority routes may 
be viewed at http://go.usa. 
gov/gmDe . 

Priority A routes include 
major through routes and 
are those most heavily trav¬ 
eled in each county. They 
include parkways and other 
major arterial routes. Un¬ 
der normal winter weather 
conditions, the goal is for 
non-interstate Priority A 
routes to be plowed and 
treated within two hours of 
the beginning of the storm, 


with the process repeated 
every two hours. 

Priority B routes include 
other important but lesser 
traveled routes in each coun¬ 
ty. The goal for plowing and 
treating these highways is 
every four hours. 

Other state-maintained 
roads not fitting into either of 
the two higher categories fall 
into Priority C. The goal for 
these roads is to plow them at 
least once every eight hours, 
and to treat problem areas in 
the same time span. In some 
cases, Priority C routes may 
not be completely treated 
until other higher priority 
routes are cleared. 

These turnaround times 
are goals established in Trans¬ 
portation Cabinet policy, but 
individual circumstances re¬ 
lating to each weather event 
may impact whether or not 
these goals are achieved. 
Plowing and treating sched¬ 
ules may be impacted by 
the severity of the storm or 
other factors. During light 
snowfalls, crews maybe able 
to treat all roads within a 
county more rapidly. Heavier 
snows, or varying weather 
conditions in different areas 
of each county, may impact 
this schedule. 

“Last year was a challenge for 
our snow removal team,” said 
Corbett Caudill, chief district 
engineer for the Department 


of Highways District 10. “We 
had more snow and colder 
temperatures than we have 
had for the past several 
years, and by the end of win¬ 
ter, we were running low on 
salt. We learned several les¬ 
sons last winter that we will 
apply to our snow removal 
efforts this year. Our crews 
have already responded to a 
couple of light snowfalls, so 
we are ready for the worst 
of winter when we will get 
more frequent and heavier 
snows.” 

“The Transportation 
Cabinet recognizes how im¬ 
portant roadway conditions 
are to Kentucky motorists,” 
Caudill continued. “We are 
dedicated to keeping state 
highways clear and safe for 
travel. Our snow removal 
crews will work long, hard 
hours during the winter to 
keep our highways pass¬ 
able.” 

“We ask drivers to be pa¬ 
tient during snow removal 
operations,” Caudill added. 
“Drivers should slow down, 
keep an eye out for snow¬ 
plows, and remember to 
buckle up to ensure their 
safety. Our crews will work 
as fast as they can to clear 
the highways.” 

Again this year, District 
10 will use Twitter and Face- 
book to provide updates 
on road conditions when 


weather-related emergencies 
occur. These social media 
outlets are available on home 
computers and Internet-en¬ 
abled smartphones. 

“Every winter, the number 
of our social media followers 
grows,” Caudill said. “Sev¬ 
eral media outlets in our area 
forward our road condition 
reports to their own followers, 
which helps spread the word 
and aids travelers during bad 
weather. We urge motorists 
to check these sources before 
they leave home to know the 
status of our highways during 
winter weather events.” 

Motorists may also dial 
511 to hear traffic and travel 
information. Signs have been 
erected throughout the 10 
counties of District 10 to pro¬ 
mote the 511 service. 

Snow removal priority 
routes for each of the district’s 
10 counties are: 

Lee County 

Priority A: KY11, KY 52 and a 
portion of KY 587. 

Priority B: A portion of KY 
399, KY 498, a portion of KY 
708, KY 1144, KY 2016 and 
KY 2017. 

Priority C: All other routes. 

Owsley County 
Priority A: KY 11 and portions 
of KY 28 and KY 30. 

Priority B: The remainder of 
KY 28 and KY 30, KY 708 and 
KY846. 

Priority C: All other routes.

100 th Anniversary of 
the Christmas Eve 
Truce 0/1914: 

A Christmas Miracle

All soldiers have indelible memories of the time that they 
spent “in harm’s way” under battle conditions or perhaps 
something they saw or experienced that defied any logical 
explanation. 

Although that are no surviving veterans of WWI in 
this area, such an unexplainable event that occurred too 
years ago on Christmas Eve in 1914, should be known to 
all Americans. 

In some of the most grueling warfare known, the men 
served in horrible conditions. These men survived in 
trenches dug into the earth. This Western Front of trenches 
stretched over 400 miles! The conditions were so miserable 
that many of the soldiers got “trench foot” from having to 
stand in the mud, never allowing their feet to dry. They were 
tormented by rats and the diseases that the rats carried. 
There was no place to properly dispose of waste materials 
so many sicknesses were carried in that manner. 

“No Man’s Land” was the ground in between the two 
trenches, with the British in one and the Germans in the 
other. Traversing no man’s land was often a hellish experi¬ 
ence for soldiers. This ground ranged from several hundred 
yards to in some cases as short as 15 yards. It was heavily 
defended by machine guns, mortars, artillery and riflemen 
on both sides. It was often riddled with barbed wire and 
rudimentary improvised land mines, as well as corpses and 
wounded soldiers who were not able to make it across the 
volley of explosions and fire. The area was usually devas¬ 
tated by the warfare, carnage and remains of the artillery. 
The stench was unbearable! It was open to fire from the op¬ 
posing trenches and hard going generally slowed down any 
attempted advance. However, not only were soldiers forced 
to cross no man’s land when advancing, and as the case 
might be when retreating, but after an attack the stretcher 
bearers would need to go out into it to bring in the wounded, 
risking their own lives. 

On Christmas Eve of 1914, the British were amazed 
to hear their German enemies singing, “Stille Nacht” (“Si¬ 
lent Night”). The Germans began placing candles on their 
trenches and on Christmas trees, then continued their cel¬ 
ebration by singing Christmas carols. The British responded 
by singing carols of their own. The two sides continued by 
shouting Christmas greetings to each other. Soon thereaf¬ 
ter, there were excursions across “No Man’s Land,” where 
small gifts were exchanged, such as food, tobacco, alcohol, 
and souvenirs such as buttons and hats. The artillery in that 
region fell silent that night. The truce also allowed a respite. 
Troops from both sides also had been so friendly as to play 
games of football with one another, have joint burial cer¬ 
emonies, with several meetings ending in carol singing. 

The fraternization was not, however, without risk; some 
soldiers were shot by opposing forces. In many sectors, 
however, the truce was observed, not only on Christmas 
night, but it continued until New Year’s Day. 

The Christmas Truce of 1914 was a series of widespread, 
unofficial ceasefires that took place around Christmas Eve 
during WWI. The truce was seen as a symbolic moment of 
peace and humanity amidst one of the most violent events 
of modern history. It was not ubiquitous, however; in some 
regions of the front, fighting continued throughout the day, 
while in others, little more than an arrangement to recover 
bodies was made. 

Although, there was no official truce, about 100,000 Brit¬ 
ish and German troops were involved in unofficial cessations 
of fighting along the length of the Western Front. The first 
truce started on Christmas Eve, December 24,1914, when 
German troops began decorating the area around their 
trenches in the region of Ypes, Belgium. 

Since WWI ended almost 100 years ago and subsequent 
wars have overshadowed its importance, it is imperative 
that we honor those soldiers who fought, died, and sur¬ 
vived under these terrible conditions. The final shot was 
fired on November 11,1918. The weapons of horror finally 
fell silent
